Response 

2. The newly proposed amendment and request for consideration has been fully 
considered, but it does not to be persuasive for placing the application in the 
condition allowance. 

The cited reference (US2001/0036289) does clearly show an acoustic receiver 
(figure 3), comprising: means (1 1 ) for converting an input audio signal into an 
acoustic signal; a housing (16) having a plurality of sides that surround said 
converting means, one of said sides including an output port (36) for 
broadcasting said acoustic signal; and a jacket (the outer case 16) having at 
least three sections for engaging at least three of said sides, said three sections 
being generally flat and lying on respective ones of said sides, thereby enhancing 
the structural integrity of said acoustic receiver and protecting said housing and 
said means for converting from damage due to handling, said jacket having a 
thickness and a mass adapted to suppress vibrational feedback. 
The request for consideration and the argument have been fully considered, but 
it does not persuasive for placing the application in the condition for allowance. 
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The cited references do clearly show all the limitation as claimed and the 
motivation for combining the references are clearly stated in the latest Office 
Action. 

Regarding claims 2, 20, 25, 31 and 36, the applicants argue that the cited 
reference does not show a jacket for "lying on", "enveloping", "closely interfitting" 
and "encapsulating" with the sides of the receiver. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicants. The cited reference clearly shows the outer case 
(16) for "lying on", "enveloping", "closely interfitting" and "encapsulating" with the 
sides of the receiver (11). 
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
